ficial inspection ’he condommed cows, 
and the post mortem showed the dis­ 
ease iii all of them. Tw*o were so ex­ 
pensively tuliertulous th at the entire 
carcasses were 
converted into ferti­ 
lizer. 
The result of this 
inspection and 
tuberculin ffceat prow s the value of the 
law* and regulations 
as a m eans of
